112 AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


In this report, the transactions of the Treasury Department 
for the past two years are combined. 

No action having been taken by the proper authorities, at 
the close of the fiscal year intervening sessions of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, either toward examining the accounts and offi- | 
cial proceedings of the Auditor, or for printing abstracts of his 
report for that year, I have not deemed it advisable to make 
a separate exhibit for 1870. The imnfediate result is a gain to 
the Treasury, of the amount appropriated for payment of exam- 
iners and. printers ; and the examining committee appointed by 
the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, will be able to determine 
whether or nof this dereliction has proved. detrimental to the 
financial interests of the Territory. 


DISCREPANCY BETWEEN THE BOOKS OF THE TREASURER AND AUDITOR. 


By comparing the general “Balance Sheets” of the Treas- 
urer and Auditor, it will be seen that a difference exists of four 
thousand, two hundred and six dollars and ninety cents, 
($4,206 90) the Auditor’s books showing the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance to be the above amount, in excess of the actual amount 
of cash on hand. 

The history of this discrepancy, has been given at length by 
my predecessor, so far as relates to the sum of thirty-five hund- 
red and eighty dollars and seventy-four cents, ($3,580 74) and 
the Governor, in his address to the Eighth Legislative Assem- 
bly, called attention to the facts, asking the appointment of a 
Legislative commission, whose duty it should be to adjust this 
difference. 

No action was taken on the subject, and, without entering 
into further detail, I respectfully submit herewith, à tabular 
statement, which will enable your Honorable Body to under- 
stand, at a glance, the present status of -thìs matter; and I 
trust that your wisdom"will devise, and the Finance committee 
с оа plan whereby a settlement of the disparity may 

. be effected. 
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TRANSFER OF FUNDS. 


The books of this office show unexpended balances in the 
funds below enumerated, which only tend to produce confusion 
in the management of this department; and as simplicity is a 
desideratum in the keeping of accounts, I would suggest that 
the Auditor be authorized-and required, during the coming 
year, to transfer the following sums (remaining to the credit 
of the various fands) from those funds to the general fund; 
. and that when such transfer shall have been made, the Auditor 
shall certify the same to the Territorial Treasurer, who shall 
enter the same on the books of his office, viz:

TERRITORIAL BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Statutes provide that this Board shall meet at the office 
of the Secretary, at the Capital, on the third Monday of July 
in each year, Тог the purpose of equalizing the rate of assess- 
ment in the different counties. 

In eompliauee with this provision the Board convened in 
1870, on the day appointed by law, at which period four (4) 
abstracts of assessinent had been received. An adjournment 
was made to July 22nd, when fifteen abstracts were on file, 
whereupon the Board again adjourned to meet July 30th. On 
the date last mentioned, a quorum being present, and three (3) 
abstracts being absent, it was determined to adjourn sine die. 
The same, or similar, proceedings were kone through with this 
year. Eight (8) abstracts reached the Auditor’s office on time, 
the remainder failed to connect. The last of the series did not 
arrive until September 16th. ` 
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As the experience of past years has shown that it is impossi- 
bie for the proper county officers to make these returns at the 
time now required by law, I would suggest that the Legisla- 
ture grant ап extension of time for the accommodation of 
these officials. 


WAGON ROAD FUND. 


The last Legislative Assembly, by an act entitled З An act for 
the relief of the Counties of Clear Creek, Summit, Park, Lake 
and. El Paso,” appropriated certain sums of money, amountin 
in the aggregate to forty-seven hundred dollars, ($4,700) to be 
used in the said counties, for the construction of certain roads 
and bridges, specified in е act*referred to (pp 53, 54, 55, Laws 
of 1870); and the respective boards of county commissioners 
are thereby required to report the expenditures of said sums 
of money to the Auditor. I presume that the intent of the 
enactment was to require а detailed statement of expenditure, 
accompanied by the proper vouchers. I have endeavored to 
obtain sueh statements, but for want of time to visit the vari- 
ous loealities and investigate the internal improvements con- 
templated, I am compelled to offer for your information, the 
scanty data vouchsafed by the Commissioners of Park, Lake 
and КІ Paso Counties, together with à communication from 
the Superintendent of eonstruetion of the Georgetown and 
Snake River Wagon Road. 


PRESERVATION OF OFFICIAL RECORDS. 

On assuming possession of this office, I found that по рго- 
vision was made for the preservation of books, vouchers and 
official correspondence, beyond the security afforded by a pine 
desk. Ав зоо as the state of the Treasury would allow of 
the necessary draft upon it, Г ordered a fire and burglar proof

MILITARY SERYICE FUND. 


Т have the honor to eall your attention to the aecompanyiug 
report of the Commissioner appointed by act of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, approved January 10th, 1868, pp 474-5, В. S. 
* to receive any шопеув due the Territory of Colorado from the 
Government of the United States, for military service"; and 
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to inform you that in compliance with the statutes, I have 
settled with the said Commissioner, and hold the receipt of 
the Treasurer of the Territory for the balance unexpended 
July 28d, 1870, five thousand nine hundred and seventy-seven 
dollars and forty-two cents, (55,977 42) for the disposition of 
which you are referred to the proper statement. 


TERRITORIAL PENITENTIARY. 


By act of Congress, approved January 10th, 1871: “The -- 
Penitentiary which has been, or may hereafter be, erected by 
the United States in any organized Territory thereof, shall, 
when the same is ready for the reception of convicts, be placed 
under the care and control of the Marshal of the United States, 
for the Territory or District in which such Penitentiary may 
be situated.” By the second section of the same act, it is 
made the duty of the “Attorney General of the United States, 
to prescribe all needful rules and regulations for the government 
of such Penitentiary.” In accordance with the latter provision, 
the Attorney General of the United States, under date of 
March 31st, 1871, ordered the United States Marshal for this ~ 
Territory, to contract with the proper Territorial authorities 
for the clothing and maintenance of, and medical attendance 
on, convicts confined in said institution, at the rate of seven 
dollars per week each. - 

The local act relating to this matter (approved Feb. 11th, 
1870,) appoints the Governor, Auditor, and District Attorney 
of the third judicial district, commissioners on the part of the 
Territory, with power to contract with the Government of the 
United States, or any person thereunto authorized, for main- 
taining, guarding and clothing, prisoners lodged or confined 
in said enitentiary. Without quoting further from the act 
referred to, I would state, for your information, that a contract 
was-made June 1st 1871, according to the terms dictated by 
the general Government, by and between the Commissioners 
above named, on behalf ої the Territory; and the United 
States, represented by the United States Marshal: I respect- 
fully refer you to section 9 of the act entitled «Ап act relating 
to the Penitentiary and Persons convicted of crimes, and to 
provide therefor ;” and, also, to section 12, article 4, chapter 
9R. S., from which it will be observed that the Legislative 

„Assembly omitted to appropriate any money for liquidating 
the claims arising under the contract authorized by them, and, 
consequently, no warrants could legitimately be drawn in pay- 
ment of the accounts presented to the Auditor.

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Certifieates have been issued under the seal of this office, 
showing that these claims are correct and just, and the origi- 
nal bills are herewith referred to your Honorable Body, with 
the suggestion that they be allowed, and that an appropriation 
be made sufficient to cover this indebtedness and the expenses 
of the Penitentiary for the next two years, according to the 
estimate appended.

THe expense to the Territory of maintaining this institution - 


for the last two years, as compared with the cost for a like 
period, ending December 31st, 1869, has been reduced eleven 
hundred and eighty-four“dollars and eighty-nine cents, (91- 
184 89.) You are referred to the exhaustive report of the Ter- 
ritorial Assayer for the necessary statistics, and your consid- 
eration of his forcible arguments and valuable suggestions is 
solicited. _ 

Ithink there is no need of further argument to show the 
expediency of continuing this office, as an adjunct to the mining 
interests of the Territory. 


DEFAULTING TREASURERS. 


Previous to the time at which the appointments of the pres- 
ent incumbents in the offices of Auditor and Treasurer were 
made, it was known thatthe former Treasurer was a defaulter 
to the Territory to a large amount, the exact sum not having 
been definitely ascertained at the date on which I assumed the 
duties of this office. After much solicitation I obtained from the 
Board of County Commissioners of Gilpin County a statement, 
properly certified, showing that the said ‘Treasurer withheld, 
on May 28, 1870, the sum of eleven thousand five hundred 


and twenty-five dollars and fifty-nine cents ($11,525 59,) justly | 


due the Territory. | 

Under the authority vested in me by law, I thereupon di- 
rected him to pay into the hands of Geo. T. Clark, then Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer, the said sum of $11,525 59 so withheld; 
and нао his failure to comply with this demand, within the 
time allowed by law, suit was instituted by my direction, in 
the District Court of the Second Judicial District, sitting in 
Gilpin county, for the recovery of the amount. 

This suit is still pending, and I trust it may be brought to 
an issue favorable to the public finances, at the next Court 
term. 


DELINQUENT TAXES. 
` I would especially commend to the thoughtful consideration 
of the Legislative Assembly, the condition of the accounts of 
the ик к, counties with the Territory, as shown in the state- 
ment accompanying this report; and Г would ask that some 
legislation be had to the end that the Auditor's books may be 
cleared of а mass of cuarges, under the above caption, that 


pP 
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amount to nothing. Ido not suppose it possible for county 
treasurers in this Territory, to collect taxes on personal prop- 
erty strictly according to the levy, for many reasons, chief 
among which are, the transferable and destructible nature 
of that species of property, and the nomadic nature of a large 
class of our citizens. Personal knowledge has satisfied me 
that a large proportion of this delinquency is unavailable, It 
seems to me that the oath of the county treasurer, and the 
certificates of county commissioners to this effect filed withthe 
Auditor, should be considered evidence sufficient. to warrant 
him in cancelling these useless debits. 

The able report of the late Auditor contained. forms of oath 
and certificates of this nature, submitted for the Legislative 
approval, which are so pertinent that I have taken the liberty: 
of reprodneing them as indices to my meaning:

In answer to numerous inquiries propounded by tax-payers, 
as to the levy of the above tax, and the use to be made of the 
same, [ would refer to the following provisions of the “ Militia 
Law" of this Territory (to be foundon pages 462 and 468,

S ARTICLE VI. MILITARY FUND—COMPENSATION.

DISTRICT ATTORNEX OF THE THIRD JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 


А. subject that will probably come before your honorable 
body for investigation, is the ease of Marmaduke Green, late 
District Attorney of the Third Judicial District, who was 
chosen to that office in September, 1870, and entered upon his 
duties November 1, 1870. For the time intervening that date 
and December 20, 1870, I have issued a warrant for his services, 
for which a voucher, properly perfected, is on file in this office. 
Since that time, for some reason unknown to me, the certificate 
of the Judge rendered. necessary by the law, has been withheld ; 
and I have therefore refused to audit the claim of Mr. Green 
for services from December 10, 1870, to November 17, 1871, 
the date of his resignation. 


CONCLUSION, 


I think that the present condition of the Territorial finances 
should be a source of gratification to every citizen; and the 
prospect of a diminution of the rate of taxation during the 
next two years, as a result of this situation, is a consummation 
at once desirable and prabable. 

There is no debt hanging over us as a commonwealth, and 
the resources from whence the revenue is derived are more 
than sufficient to meet all necessary existing expenses, or any 
that may with judicious legislation arise. 

Our Revenue Law, though. defective in some respects, is a8 
good as the average; and I have restricted my recommenda- 
tions for change therein, because I think that а bad system 
properly understood and enforced, is better than one ever 80 
good whose provisions are rendered. unintelligible to the officers 
whose province it is to enforce them, by interminable and 
innumerable acts amendatory. In this connection I desire to 
compliment the majority of county officers with whom I have 
had to deal during my term of office, for their efficiency as

well as for the exhibition of courtesy and promptness in offi- 
cial communications. I believe that no instance of culpable neg- 
lect has occurred except in the matter of returning tothe Auditor 
the duplicate receipts issued by the Territorial Treasurer for reve- 
nue from counties. This failure on the part of county treasurers 
is perhaps the result of ignorance merely, and to such officers 
I would suggest the propriety of carefully reading that portion 
of the statute furnished by the Secretary, which pertains to 
their duties. 

Regarding a report of this nature as a compendium of state- 
ments and suggestions, which should be as concise and laconic 
аз is consistent with a clear understanding of the affairs of the 
Treasury Department, I respectfully submit the foregoing to 


the Legislative Assembly.

To his Excellency, Edward. M. McCook, Governor of Colorado : 


Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the 
Territorial Assay Office for the years of 1870 and 1871. 


In my last semi-annual report I called attention to changes. 
which I thought desirable. However, as no steps were taken to, 
secure them, I have endeavored to do as well as I could under- 


the circumstances, and, although the deficit is still large, the 
business of the office has increased more than one third during 
the past two years.

In conducting the business of this office, I have made it my 
first consideration to be, in all cases, as accurate as possible, and 
in many instances, where I had reason to doubt the accuracy 
of my results, T have repeated the assays, regardless of time or 
expense, until thoroughly satisfied of their correctness and ге|-. 
ability. In the assay of mill samples, (ores sampled for sell- 
ing, it is customary to make a duplicate assay, and in case 

.the two do not agree perfectly, a third must be made, in order 
to determine which is right, Only one certificate is given, and. 
no extra charge is made for the second or third assay. Т have 
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taken а great deal of pains with this class of business, for the 
mills that buy ore on the assay value, are not only the most 
steady and reliable customers, but they carry other business 
with them. І have also endeavored to get as much business 
as І could, and by practicing the most rigid economy, curtailed 
хау expenditures. In order to do this I succeeded in getting 
the Miners & Mechanics’ Institute removed to the same build- 
ing, and a large pleasant room fitted up for the use of both the 
Assay Office and the Miners & Mechanics’ Institute, dividing 
the expense of rent between them, thereby giving the Assay 
Office the benefit of a room costing fifty dollars per month for 
thirty-five dollars, the Miners & Mechanics’ Institute not only 
paying the remaining fifteen dollars per month, but attracting 
many visitors by its fine cabinet of minerals, library and curi- 
osities, and adding materially to the business of the office by 
the acquaintances thus formed. I have meantime performed 
the duties of Secretary and Librarian without compensation, 
for the reason above stated. In so doing, however, I made a 
virtue of necessity, for my appropriation for incidentai expen- 
ses, ($ 15,00 рег annum) is во very limited, that it was impos- 
sible to be otherwise than economical.

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In other words every assay made by this office for $2.00 costs 
- the Territory $4.25, or more than double the amount received. 
The question nów arises, can those expenses be cut down any 
lower. lthink any man competent to judge of the inciden- 
tal expenses would decide in the negative. Тһе salary of а 
competent assayeris usually about two hundred dollars per 
` month, as paid by mill-men, who have to keep them, the Ter- 
ritorial Assayer's salary, as it now stands, is two hundred and 
eight dollars, in warrants, or generally rather less than two 
"hundred dollars cash per month, Бепсе-Ї think no reliable 
assayer would care to work for less, as, unlike many government 
offices, the position! is no sinecure, and offers no opportunity 
for speculations of any kind, the assayer having fully as much 
hard work and responsibility, as he if he were in the employ- 
ment of private- parties. - 

If, from the foregoing facts, we find it impracticable to 
reduce the expenditure any further, it follows, that in order to 
make the institutiou selfsustaining, а greater sum must be 
charged. I think а less sum than the deficit for the last term, 

‚ would answer the purpose, for, if the business of the office has 
gained more than one third during the last two years, it will 
be safe to conclude that it will still improve during the com- 
ing term, from the fact that where опе mill now regulates itg 
ore ргісев by the fire assay, there will probably be two in two 
years from this time. 

In 1868, when this office was first established, the were only 
two mills (Boston and Colorado Smelting Co., represented by 

“Prof. Hill, in Gilpin County, and Garrott, Martine & Co’s in 
Clear Creek County,) that purchased ore by assay. There are 
now in Clear Creek county the Stewart Reduction Works, Pal- 
mer & Nichols Reduction Works, and International Mill Re- 
duction Works; in Gilpin county, the Boston & Colorado 5. 
Co., and Stevens & Maine; in Boulder county, Breed & Cut- 
ter’s Mill, making six mills that are now doing a legitimate, and 
sofar аз Ї can learn, successful business; and yet there is a call 
from various parts of the Territory for more reduction works, 
with an abundance of ore to supply them. I therefore think, that 
if the price was increased one dollar, making the price of a fire 
assay three dollars, the additional amount of business done in 
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the next two years, would without doubt, pay the remainder, 
In some of the silver mining districts, I learn that parties are 
assaying for one dollar, but Г have never learned that one of 
them became affluent thereby; yet I think I can find severa] 
reasons in explanation; one is, a silver assay can be made 
for less money than gold or copper; another, they are not 
established in the business and make a speciality of СНЕАР 
assays at low prices. I know of no case where an established, 
respectable assayer has charged a lower price than that charged 
by this office, but in some cases, where they reside at a distance, 
have charged more, being satisfied with a less amount of busi- 
ness and а more reasonable price. In the vicinity of Central, 
the gold mining district, I believe the charges have always been 
the same, although the greater proportion of business has , 
been done at this office. 

I thought, at one time, of giving in this report some statis- 
ties, showing the average assay value of the ores from different 
districts, as taken from the records of this office. After due 
consideration, I believe that it would be impossible to repre- 
sent the new and undeveloped districts impartially, the greater 
portion of the assays having been taken from mere prospect 
holes, that would give no reliable data from which to estimate 
either the value of the particular mine represented or the 
district that produced it. On the other hand, Clear Creek and 
Gilpin Counties, would represent almost entirely the first class 
ore, or that sold to mill men, and a very small percentage of 
second and third class ore would be represented. 

At the last session of the Legislative Assembly, there was 
considerable discussion as to the further continuance of this 
office. At that time I had suggested changes that would 
materially increase the business; it was proposed, however, 
by some of the Honorable members, to make no alteration, 
but, without further investigation, to abolish it. The office 
certainly could not do as well when hampered by restric- 
tions that were almost useless in themselves and a great 
inconvenience to customers; consequently I believe that 
‘the trial was scarcely a fair one. There are various other 
offices in this Territory, as elsewhere, that are not self sustain- 
ing, or expected to be, but are a necessity to certain people, 
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while others never have cause touse them; yet nobody would 
think of dispensing with them because one man did not derive 
the same benefit from them that another did. Possibly some 
of our brethren in the Valley under-estimate the importance 
of mining, or the benefits that accrue from the encouragement 
given this branch of industry. Our Capital, Denver, has 
grown and prospered, but has its own natural resources been 
the sole cause of it? Colorado City is older and has better 
farming lands in its vicinity, yet the town is comparatively 
deserted, no büsiness is done there, and a great many of the 
houses have been moved into the country. Cafion City has a 
better climate, better agricultural lands, better coal, and. better 
natural advantages every way, except the mines to assist, yet 
it cannot be compared with Denver, the starting point for the 
mining localities.

To His Excellency, Edward М. McCook, Governor of Colorado 

Territory: 

Sır: Ihave the honor to transmit to you, to be laid before 
the Ninth Session of the Legislative Assembly, the following 
report of the transactions of this office for the years 1870 and 
1871, together with a statement of the present condition of the 
Territorial Library : 

When first called to the duties-of Territorial Librarian, I 
found the Library in the worst possible condition. The room 
provided for its accommodation was hardly large enough for a 
respectable private library; the shelving limited in quantity 


and miserable in quality, and the general arrangement entirely - 


unsuited to the use of а publie library. Мо provision seemed 
to have been made for the accommodation of the public. The 
office was not provided with chairs, desks, tables, or any of the 
accessories of а publie library, and the general appearance of 
the place was cheerless and uninviting. The responsibility of 
this condition of the Territorial Library could not be fairly 
laid at the doors of my predecessor. "The want of necessary 
appropriations for the care and preservation of the books and 
documents collected had compelled a resort to various means 
for their security. Two or three changes of location, and the 
careless system of boxing and transfer, were in themselves-suf- 
ficient to produce great confusion and disorder, and the only 
wonder is, that after all of these changes even the nucleus of a 
library remained. ‘Believing that further neglect would involve 
а serious loss in the condition and number of volumes already 
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collected, I took upon myself the responsibility of hiring а room 
on Larimer street, at а rental of twenty dollars per month, and 
employed workmen to put up necessary shelving. "These have 
been added to when required. The work of re-arranging the 
volumes then followed, after which I prepared a classified eata- 
logue of the contents of the Library, а сору of which is here- 
with transmitted. А careful inventory of the Library disclosed 
a deficit of a large number of valuable volumes, and I immedi- 
ately advertised in the newspapers for their return to the Li- 
brary. Ву this means a small proportion of the missing books 
were recovered, but there are still over. one hundred volumes 
absent from the shelve. With a view to the rapid accumula- 
tion ef important and valuable State and Territorial documents 
[ addressed letters to thé Librarians of the several States and 
Territories asking for donations of official publications, laws, 
ete. Аз а general thing these requests have met with a prompt 
and liberal response. Ву reference to a detailed statement, 
herewith annexed, it will he seen that there have been added to 
the Library within the past two years nine hundred and eighty 
volumes. <A large proportion of these are Legislative journals 
and documents. From the Secretary of the Interior of the ТУ. 
S. I have received a complete set of journals, docuuicnts, ete., 
from the Thirty-fourth to the Thirty-ninth Congress inclusive. 
From our late Delegate in Congress a few contributions have 
been received, which will be found in the detailed statement 
annexed. It is to be hoped that our present Delegate will suc- 
ceed in securing all the valuable official publications of Ше Gov- 
ernment for our Territorial Library. Many of the reports of 
publie surveys and explorations are especially desirable for this 
region. Contributions to the Public Library from private 
sources have not been as numerous as I had hoped they might 
be. The few volumes received are acknowledged elsewhere. 
Тһе press of our Territory—probably through forgetfulness 
rather than intended neglect—have failed to trausmit regular 
copies of their publications to the Library. The time is not 
far distant when strangers and prominent men visiting our Ter- 
ritory will resort to our Library for entertainment and instruc- 
tion not only, but for reliable information concerning our min- 
eral, agricultural and pastoral resources. Files of the news- 
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papers of our Territory will furnish the desired information, 
and prove invaluable for general reference. I deem it not in- 
appropriate or out of place to solicit from the press of Colorado 
free copies for the use of the Territorial Library. Files of such 
as are sent will be carefully preserved. The Central City Reg- 
ister is the only Territorial paper which has been received reg- 
ularly as published. The proprietors of the Denver Tribune 
have presented to the Library seven volumes of their daily is- 
sue, dating from the establishment of that journal. These Т 
had bound at an expense of forty dollars, paid from the pleth- 
orie private purse of the Territorial Librarian. The Christian 
Register, published at Chicago and Boston, also the .Religióus 
Magazine and Monthly Renew, from Boston, and the Old and 
New, published at the same place, haye been received regularly 
the past year. I should be remiss in the discharge of my duty 
as Territorial Librarian did I fail to make such suggestions for 
the benefit of the Library as my experience and observation 
have shown to be necessary and appropriate. The Library 
needs the fostering care and encouragement of our Legislature. 
We have the nucleus of a splendid Library, but to keep pace 
with the progressive spirit of the age not less than a thousand 
volumes annually should be added toits catalogue. Law books, 
statutes, public journals and documents are, of course, attain- 
able by the customary process of exchange ; but every year large 
additions are made to the standard, scientific, and art literature 
of the land, which are the results of private enterprise, and can 
only beaequired by purchase. Notmore than one-fifth of the vol- 
umes now occupying the shelves of the Library are of this class. 
І most respectfully recommend that an appropriation be made to 
be expended for the purchase of such books as are needed for- 
a public library, and which can not be obtained in any other way. 

The growth of the Library will soon necessitate more room 
and extended accommodations. The present quarters are al- 
ready crowded, and before another meeting of our Legislature, 
the accessions to the Library will fill double the space now oc- 
eupied. The statute regulating the care and management of 
the Territorial Library, makes it theduty of the Librarian to 
keep the room open from ten o'clock А. M. until twelve o'clock 
M., and from two o'clock, P. M. until four o'clock Р. М. on 
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each diy throughout the year, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
Various other duties, among which may be enumerated the 
labeling and classifying of minerals and geological specimens, 
issuing printed circulars to the citizens of the Territory, ete., 
involves an expenditure of money very inadequately provided 
for by the appropriation. The sum of four hundred dollars 14 
the amount provided for rent of room, for fuel, printing, sta- 
tionery, and other necessary expenses, for a term of two years. 
The reut alone of room now used exceeds this amount. Booke 
received for the library are often fowarded by express, and this 
item alone would consume more than half of the appropria- 
tion made by the last Legislature For detailed information . 
touching the сові of maintaining the Territorial Library, І 
refer you to the statement of expenditures for the years 1870 
and 1871, herewith submitted. 

It is hardly necessary to remind the Legislature that the 
rents, salaries, and other expenses incidental to our isolation 
from the States, are much greater here than in the more popu- 
lous regions of the East, and yet I most respectfully submit, that 
with the means furnished for the purpose, our Territorial Li- 
brary presents а very ereditable exhibit. Liberally provided 
for, it ean soon become an institution of which we can justly 
be proud. It ought to be made attractive to our citizens and 
strangers; and T have an abiding faith that it will receive at 
the hands of the Legislature soon to assemble, that care and 
support to which it is so much entitled, and which its neces- 
sities require.
